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DEDICATION 

DR.  ISADORE  MESCHAN 


"Brilliant,"  "Involved,"  "Superb  teacher." 
"Dedicated."  These  words  accompanied  the 
nominations  for  Dr.  isadore  Meschan  as  the 
Class  of  1984  elected  by  ballot  the  recipient 
of  this  year's  dedication.  Dr.  Meschan  stands 
out  among  our  faculty  as  a  respected  and 
admired  man,  one  who  loves  his  work  and 
passes  his  enthusiasm  on  to  his  students.  He 
is  viewed  as  an  expert  in  his  field  but  never 
condescending  as  an  instructor.  His  manner 
is  firm  and  commanding  yet  gentle  and 
genuinely  caring. 

Dr.  Meschan  hails  from  Cleveland,  Ohio, 
where  he  was  born  and  raised.  At  Western 
Reserve  University  he  received  his  B.A.,  his 
Master's  in  physiology,  and  in  1939,  his  M.D. 
He  began  his  residency  at  Cleveland's 
University  Hospital  planning  to  practice 
family  medicine  at  the  conclusion  of  his 
training,  but  instead  was  captivated  by  the 
boundless  limits  of  the  field  of  radiology. 

In  1951,  An  Atlas  of  Normal  Radiographic 
Anatomy  was  published.  Dr.  Meschan  wrote  it 
because  at  the  time  very  little  was  written 
on  the  subject.  This  was  followed  by  thirteen 
other  textbooks  either  authored  or 
coauthored  by  Dr.  Meschan.  one  of  these, 
Roentogen  Signs  in  Clinical  Diagnosis,  was  the 
first  radiology  textbook  to  use  and 
orientation  of  radiographic  signs  rather  than 
of  disease. 

During  World  War  II  he  was  stationed  in 
Melbourne,  Austrailia,  where  he  met  and 
married  Rachel  Farrer,  M.D.  After  the  war  he 


returned  to  Western  Reserve  as  a  teaching 
fellow  and  then  became  and  instructor.  He 
grew  fascinated  with  the  peaceful 
application  of  radionuclides  in  nuclear 
medicine.  In  1947  he  moved  to  Little  Rock, 
Arkansas,  to  head  the  radiology 
department.  There  he  was  pivotal  in  the  early 
work  that  resulted  in  the  use  of  cobalt  60  in 
radiotherapy. 

In  1955  he  arrived  in  Winston-Salem  as  the 
head  of  Bowman  Cray  School  of  Medicine's 
radiology  department.  Here  he  has 
continued  with  his  research,  publishing  over 
100  articles  and  abstracts.  In  1977  he  retired 
as  department  chairman  and  over  two-thirds 
of  the  residents  he  graduated  returned  for  a 
banquet  in  his  honor. 

He  received  the  Cold  Medal  of  the 
American  College  of  Radiology  in  1978,  as 
well  as  scores  of  honors  before  and  since. 

Now  in  1984,  Dr.  Meschan  has  decided  to 
retire.  He  and  his  wife  will  remain  in 
Winston-Salem,  perhaps  with  more  time  for 
tennis,  perhaps  with  more  time  for  their  son 
and  three  daughters  —  all  outstanding 
professional  individuals. 

His  years  at  Bowman  Cray  have  been 
valued  by  his  peers,  residents,  and  students. 
He  is  a  warm  man,  always  a  gentleman,  with 
energy  and  enthusiasm.  He  is  a  role  model 
for  all  people.  The  Class  of  1984  is  honored  to 
dedicate  this  book  to  him.

Acknowledged  with  sympathy  is  the  death  of  Dr.  Finley 
Clay  Watts,  Director,  Health  Protection  Section,  Bowman 
Cray  School  of  Medicine,  Winston-Salem,  North  Carolina. 
While  on  an  excursion  with  technologist  friends  from  South 
Carolina,  his  small  plane  crashed  August  6  in  Wiscasset, 
Maine,  resulting  in  his  untimely  death. 

Dr.  Watts  graduated  from  Wake  Forest  College  in  1957 
with  a  Bachelor  of  Science  degree.  After  serving  as  a  high 
school  physics  teacher  and  instructor  at  Wake  Forest 
College,  he  came  to  the  medical  center  in  1961  as 
Director,  Health  Physics  Section,  Bowman  Cray  School  of 
Medicine,  in  1974,  he  received  his  doctorate  from  Walden 
University  in  Florida.  The  following  year,  Dr.  Watts  was 
appointed  Research  Assistant  Professor,  Department  of 
Radiology,  Bowman  Cray  School  of  Medicine  of  Wake 
Forest  University. 

He  served  as  President  of  the  North  Carolina  Chapter, 
Health  Physics  Society  and  as  President  of  the  Southeast 
Chapter,  American  Association  of  Physicists  in  Medicine. 
He  was  a  respected  member  of  the  International 
Radiation  Protection  Association,  The  American  Public 
Health  Association,  The  American  College  of  Radiology  and 
its  North  Carolina  chapter  of  ACR.  Additionally  Dr.  Watts 
was  a  consultant  to  numerous  community  hospitals  in 
North  Carolina,  South  Carolina,  Virginia,  west  Virginia, 
and  Tennessee.

HARRY  0.  PARKER 
September  25, 1907  —  October  29, 1983 


With  the  death  of  Harry  Parker,  the  Bowman  Cray 
School  of  Medicine  has  lost  a  dear  friend. 

Mr.  Parker  graduated  from  the  University  of  North 
Carolina  School  of  Commerce  in  1930  and  earned  his  C.P.A. 
in  1933.  From  1942  to  1946  he  served  the  United  States 
Army  in  the  cost  analysis  department. 

He  began  working  as  the  Bowman  Cray  controller  on 
October  29, 1947  and  served  in  that  capacity  until  his  1971 
promotion  to  Associate  Dean  for  Administration.  At  that 
time  he  also  became  the  school's  first  director  of  the 
Division  of  Resource  Management.  Under  his  leadership, 
the  Division  developed  the  sound  financial  management 
practices  which  carried  the  Medical  School  through  its 
early  years  of  growth  and  development.  Mr.  Parker  retired 
later  that  year  but  in  1976  he  returned  to  Bowman  Cray  as 
treasurer  of  the  Medical  Center  Challenge  Fund. 

The  Harry  0.  Parker  Neurosciences  Research  Fund  was 
established  in  his  honor  in  1973  to  support  the 
development  of  new  research  concepts  in  the 
neurosciences. 

Mr.  Parker  was  a  former  vice-chairman  of  the  Croup  of 
Business  Affairs  of  the  Association  of  American  Medical 
Colleges.  He  was  a  member  of  the  American  institute  of 
Certified  Public  Accountants  and  the  North  Carolina 
Association  of  Certified  Public  Accountants. 

Dr.  Richard  Janeway  said,  "Harry  Parker's  life  exemplified 
those  traits  that  are  honorable  and  worthy  —  a  strict 
personal  code  of  fairness,  honesty  and  integrity  — 
devotion  to  the  medical  school,  and  a  love  of  family  and 
an  unwavering  faith  in  Cod."
